TERMS ARE OFFICIALLY AN- 


NOUNCED 


New Compact isto Continue for Ten 
Years—Summary to the Articles 


of Agreement 


London Sept. 26.—The foreign of- 
fice has given out the text of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty as,follows:., 

The Preamble reads: n f 

“The Governments’ of Great Brit- 
ain and Japan being desirous of re- 
placing the agreement concluded be- 
tween them on January 30) 1902, by 
fresh stipulations, have agreed upon 
the following articles, which have for 
their object (a) The consolitation and 
maintainance of general peate in the 
regions of Eastern Asia and: India; 
(b) The preservation of the common 
interests of all Powers it China by 
ensuring the independence and integ- 
rity of the Chinese Empire and. the 
principles of equal opportunities for 
commerce and industry of all nations 
in China; (c) The maintenance of t 
territorial rights of the high con- 
tracting parties in the region of 
Eastern Asia and of India and the 
defence of these Special interests in 
the said regions.” 

The articles deal with: 

1. The holding of a frank confer- 
ence between the respective Gov- 
ernments when their interests are in 
jeopardy. 

% Mutual aid if either is attacked. 

3 Japan’s protectorate over Korea. 

4 Great Britain’s right to protect 
the Indian frontier. 

5 No other treaties are to be 
made prejudicial to the objects named 
in the preamble. 


6 Great Britain’s neutrality in the } 


war just ciosed. 

7 In warfare the authorities of 
both powers to confer. 

The treaty effective for ten years, 
and thereafter only to be terminated 
on one year’s notice and not to be 
terminated if either. ally, is at_ war.

The basic doctrine of Conservatism! 
“pet weli enough alone” is _ being 
most rudely handled in these days 
by the “Conservatives” of Alberta. 

Mr. Maultain, who, though his late 
eonfreres in Alberta apparently did 
pot consider him quite so “Conser- 
vative” «as he might be, appears to 
bave had an intelligent grasp of the 
meaning and obligations of the name 
and in public statements admitted 
that an annual cash subsidy, might be 
preferable to the Provincial control 
of crown Iands, and declared that 
if made dictator he would not alter, 
the existing school system. 

We are naturally not in a_ position 
to say how far this conservative ten- 
dency of Mr. Hvultain went in deter- 
mining for him the scene of his fu- 
ture political fortunes, but from the 
late performances of his confreres 
we are disposed to think it bore a 
considerabie part in relieving him of 
further responsibility for Alberta’s 
welfare. It is a reasonable guess 
ihat in the party deliberations which 
resulted in the departure of Mr. 
Haaltain from his old stamping 
ground, the moderation of that gen- 
tleman was a theme not overlooked. 
Certain it is that these conservative 
remarks jibe badly with the ‘“Conser- 
vyative’ doctrines now promulgated 
in this Province. 


To the “corporation connected” lead- 

er of Alberta Conservatives, the “free 
‘and for the settler” policy, which 
Mr. Haultain Knew had peopled a 
wilderness does not seem good and 
he would agitate for power to ter- 
sainate this. 

To the same gentleman and a por- 
tion at least of his foilowing, the 
school system, which Mr. Haultain, 
though a dictator, would not alter 
and could not improve, is not good 
enough to be conserved by the consti- 
tution of the province.

Shortly after 
‘he union of the old provinces the 
Government formed from that union 
rurchased at 4 large price in cash alJ 
“he rights, title and mterest of the 
Hudson’s Bay company in and tothe 
territory out of which the province 
of Manitoba has been formed. 

“It incurred further a very lage ex- 
penditure to obtain and hold this ter- 
ritory in peaceable possession and at 
a still further cost which is continu- 
ous and perpetual in extinguishing In- 
dian titles cnd maintaining the In- 
dians so that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has a very larga pecuniary in- 
terest in the soil which does not ex- 
isst in respect to any other of the 
confederated provinces.” 

Hurther on,the same report says: 

“Phe success of the undertakings of 
the Dominion Government in and for 
the North West depends largely upon 
che settlement of the lands. Com- 
bined with a great expenditure in or- 
Zanizing and maintainiug an immi- 
gration service abroad and at home 
pledged its faith te the 
world that a large portion of these 
lands should be set apart for home- 
steads to all incoming settlers and 
‘nother poriion to be held in trust 
for the education of their children.

of revenue, there shall be paid byi 
Canada to the province by half-yearly 
payments, In advance, an annual sum 
based upon the population of ‘the 
province as from time to time 
eertained by the quinquennial census 
thereof as follows:

These subsidies simply found 
money to the provinces. It repre- 
sents the probable revenue each prov- 
ince would derive from its adminis- 
tration of ihe publie domain , com- 
prised withim its boundaries, but to 
get such revenue, from the lands the 


yearly 


are 


provinces would have to resort ‘to 
administration of these lands for 


purposes of revenue, and there would 
be the end of the free settlement 
policy and the benefits derived from 
tt by both the west and the whole 
Dominion. 

Now if we compare the revenue we 
get under the above clause 20 with 
that received by the other provinces 
of the Dominion from their adminis- 
tration of their public lands, the ad- 
vantage is all in our favor. For in- 
stance, Iast year with a population 
of about 460,000 Nova Scotia received 
$600,000; Quebec, with a population 
of about 1,700.050 received $1,300,000 ; 
Ontario with a population of about 
2.500.000 received $1,500,000. But this 
fis the gross revenue from _ these 
sources and all expenses of adminis- 
tration must be deducted, making! 
the net revenue much smaller. Be- 


ides. these provinces named _ are 
drawing from thir capital account, 
for they are selling their lands, and

It appears therefore that the new 


provinees have been pl: ced in a posi- 
tion much better than any other of 
the provinces, and no public man hag 
as yet taken the responsibility of de- 


claring that the sums given to these 
provinces by the above clause 20 are 
not as large or lerger than any prob- 
able net revenue that the province 
would get from their own adminis- 
tration of the public domain even if 
thev administered them for revenue 
purposes. In fact, here are the words 
used by Mr. Haultain in his’ well 
known open [etter to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier of date March 11, 1905. 

“But IT am not tnwilling to ad- 
mit that an immediate income in- 
creasing with population and certain 
in amount, may rm in the long run 
prove quite as satisfactory as any 
probable net income resulting from 
local administration f the public do- 
main.” 

If any stronzer languaye is neces- 
sary to indicate the generosity of the 
Dominion Government in this respect, 
take the words of Hon. George E. 
Foster, found on page 25653 of Han- 
sard: 

‘He (Sir Wilfrid ill find out one 
thing I think, and that is that. his 
financial term s he h placed them 
in thi ff, I upon him every
